Chaplin remained with Karno 
for seven years.

year-old British comedian be- 


came a star, and hig earings 
increased, at a sensational rate. 

Starting ut 25 dollars a week, 
he honda riso of 10Q_ dollars 
within a few months. In 1914, 
he was paid 150 dollars a week, 
and that year he made 35 films. 
His first film was called appro- 
priately “Making a Living.”. 

In 1015, his salary soared to 
1,250 dollars a week; in 1916 he 
signed a new contract worth 
670,000 dollars a year,

Tho following year, another 
company offered him a million 
dollars, plus a 15,000 © dollars 
“signing-on” bonus, for only 
eightetn months’ work. He wag 
to mate cight' pictures and be 
his own producer. Chaplin 
teecpted the offer. 

The vagabond of Kennington 
hart become the king of Holly- 
wood, Four years before, he was 
an obscure music-hall artiste; 
now, he was the world’s highcst- 
paid film star. . 

Chaplin, who had received 
only two years’ schooling, now 
addressed crowds of up to 
50,000 people while making a 
tour to sell Governmnet bonds 
during World War I. He was 
received by President Wilson, 
He was pursued by adoring 
fans wherever he went. 

In 1921, Chaplin returned in 
triumph to London. The size 
of the crowd which welcomed 
him was beyond all cxpectation; 
the .fans literally dragged him 
from his train and bore him cn 
their shoulders to his car.

... another near capacity crowd 
was In the making. 

That is the story of the masscs, 
It ic also, however, the story of 
individuals. At the game I saw 
a number of enthuslasis who 
had assured me earlier that 
quite definitely they would not 
be polng, ; .but somehow the 
pull of the big occasion is hard 
to resist. . The football fans of 
Hongkong are no more 
pervious to it than tho fans in 
any other country , .. but they 
do have the Ility to accept 
the unexpected soccer let-downs 
with a level-headedness and 
good grace that is often missing 
among the fans in other parts 
of the world, 


A Safety Valve 


However, even here there are 
times when a-gafety. vatve: has 
to blow. In these moments onc 
feels an undercurrent of appre- 
hension and realises how casy 
it would be for trouble to start 
if our established sense of good 
humour were to fall. 

During the three original 
games of the Korean serivs, 
flrecrackera were the seasonak 
symbols of the spectators’ ap- 
preclation of some gtand foot- 
ball on the holiday occasion,.,.

crowd at n -munageable level.

+ Annual Report for 195 
is that onca again tho 
Govornmont Pross hava 
chosen a fine - raproduc- 
tion from one of the 
twelve orlginal prints now 
in the collection of the 
Govornmont of Hongkong 
to form tha dust cover, 


The view Is of Causeway Bay 
in tho year 1846, and! In its de- 
Jicato ‘water colour -tints, it 
males a rare picture. It is 
hoped that Government will 
follow its formor practice, and 
place the reproduction on sale 
for those who ike to collect 
these viows of old Hongkong. 

As usual, the plates In the re- 
port are excellently reproduced, 
ond the type Js large and bold, 
and casy.on the cye. 

The pliotographs are many and 
varied, and hold the whole 
Colony in fee. For examples a 
very clear shot of the Peak 
Tramway and a sensitive port- 
ralt by Francis Wu of a scene 
during a charity performance of 
Chinese Opera, 

Before leaving the subject of 
visual aids to comprehension, 
there are some excellent graphs 
included among ‘the pages which 
show at a glance the position In 
the Colony in'relation to tha 
number of schools siace 1946 and 
the increase of pupils in schools 
alee the same year, 


WORLD TRADE 


Four pages in colour are given 
over to illustratlng Hongkong's 
position In world trade, and 
even to the unpractised cye,' a 
foll in’ the graph linc — seems 
slightly ominous in ‘relation to 
the export figures. 

Between pages 92 and 93 15 a 
map coloured in various shades 
1o show where Hongkong’s cus- 
tomers live and how much they 
epend. Chapter J Js given over 
to a review of the Colony by the 
flashback method, which takes 
us from the Colony's early days, 
and quickly turns over the years 
and stops at the present. 

It glves a very comprehensive 
picture of the Colony’s cxpan- 
sion ond of the practlcal. manner 
in which the accompanylng 
diMctitics of its increasing po~ 
pulation have been met, 

Ev: aspect of the Colony’s 
life is dealt with, and the prob- 
lem of occirpation with the at- 
fendant difficulties of wages and 
Labour Organisation receive ox- 
pert treatment. No attempt fs 
made to dismiss the very real 
dificuliles that face Government 
in that direction, ond the facts 
are clearly stated. 


TAXATION - 


Chapter 4 | introduces the 
specialist subject of the Colony’s 
finance.
